TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New Hampshire, Tuesday 
the tenth day of March, 1981 A.D. at 7:30 PM to act on the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of three years, a Town Treasurer, 
‘a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of 
two years, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment for 
a term of five years, and three persons for a term of one year each to act as Appointing Authority 
to appoint temporary members to the Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resig- 
nation, death, or absence of any permanent member or members, a Trustee of Trust Funds for a 
term of three years, a Supervisor of the Checklist for a term of three years. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $16,000.00 (sixteen thou- 
sand dollars) for purchase and equipment of a tank body to be mounted on the highway truck 
chassis which is to be replaced this year. The Selectmen are authorized to withdraw $16,000.00 
(sixteen thousand dollars) from the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 3. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $23,000.00 (twenty 
three thousand dollars) for purchase of a new highway truck, and to authorize $10,000.00 (ten 
thousand dollars) to be raised by current taxation and authorize the Selectmen to borrow on the 
credit of the Town the balance of the sum of money so raised and appropriated for this purpose, 
and to authorize the issue of serial notes or bonds of the Town under and in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling authority, delegating to the Board 
of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the date, maturities, denominations, the interest rate, or 
discount rate in the case of notes, the place of payment, the form and other details of said bonds 
or notes and of providing for the sale thereof. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 (two 
thousand dollars) to update the Town Plan which was developed in 1968. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all Revenue Sharing Funds which 
will be received in 1981 (approximately $5,000.00) to make needed repairs to the Meeting House. 
This sum to be added to existing funds so appropriated by the 1980 Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 (two 
thousand dollars) for Fire Pond Improvements. 


ARTICLE 7. This is to petition the Town of Sugar Hill to allow alcoholic beverages to be served 
at the Meeting House at events sanctioned &/or controlled either by the Selectmen or a Committee 
approved by the voters. (Entered by Petition) (14 signatures). 


ARTICLE 8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges and 
make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget:

During the calendar year 1980 the trust earned $5,855.26 in dividends, of which $2,128.55 
represented capital gains. All disbursements were reinvested, resulting in acquisition of 364 
additional shares of Eaton & Howard and 215 shares of Fidelity Fund. We earned $50.06 interest 
on the savings accounts which was allowed to accumulate. 


The total value of the trust assets increased by $22,161. 56 during 1980 as a result of market 
appreciation and reinvestment of income. Using the December 31, 1979 valuation as a base this 
is a return of investment of 32.2%

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FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


The year 1980 will be remembered in the Selectmen’s Office as one of shocking inflation. We 
had anticipated price increases in fuel oil, gasoline and electricity but nowhere near the rate at 
which they happened. The comparative statement of appropriations and expenditures shows a 
much smaller margin of unexpended appropriations than in previous years and is directly related 
to our skyrocketing energy costs. Unfortunately we have no magic answers or solutions. Our two 
major fuel-using buildings, the Meetinghouse and Fire Station do not lend themselves to con- 
version to wood heat and are so constructed that any attempt to make them more fuel efficient 
through insulation would have to be spread over so many years that the cost effectiveness is very 
questionable. 


There is no way we can make our vehicles use less fuel except to cut down on their use and this 
is a self-defeating method of saving money. We do not feel that any of our departments are waste- 
ful of mileage. The police department, for instance, started using a motorcycle a couple of years 
ago in a very successful attempt to save fuel. Having done that, there is little else to do. Any such 
method is impossible for the highway department. We have considered to change to diesel 
engines but cost of purchase alone rules this out to say nothing of other reasons. Vehicle fuel use 
is not a major item in the fire department so no saving there is anticipated. 


As most of you know, we had a major fire just prior to the 1980 annual meeting. The law of 
averages caught up with the fire department and we lost a dwelling for the first time in many 
years. At the annual meeting a committee was appointed to study the water needs for fire pro- 
tection and to study cooperation with Littleton and Bethlehem. 


The committee reported to us at some length on their investigation of water needs and made 
quite a few specific recommendations, one of which was to upgrade and establish more water 
holes. We have inserted an article in the Warrant for this purpose and will be glad to discuss it 
further at the annual meeting. The committee also made recommendations as to future co- 
operation with Littleton and Bethlehem. Since the committee did not discuss any of these matters 
with the Selectmen prior to submission of the report we were unable to give our views until after 
the fact and have no way of knowing whether or not our opinions would have had any effect on the 
report. We will give our opinions at the annual meeting if requested. We feel that some of the 
committee assignments in the past years should have properly been the function of the Planning 
Board and have asked them to assist us in making recommendations to the Town about the future 
needs of most of our departments. To this end we have inserted an article in the Warrant request- 
ing funds for updating the town plan. 


In a further effort to make more water immediately available at fires, the Fire Department 
has asked that the highway truck chassis due to be retired this year be turned over to the Fire 
Department instead of trading it in for a new one. On this chassis they propose to mount and 
equip a tank for $16,000.00 to be withdrawn from the equipment reserve fund. The net cost to the 
Town out of current taxation will be the trade-in value of the chassis, about $9,000.00. We think 
this makes good sense and recommend that the Town vote favorably on this. 


It is difficult to believe, but inflation, as hard as it has hit, will only bring our town tax rate to 
within a few cents of our 1978 rate. Our highest amount of tax increase was due to theskyrocketing 
price of gasoline and fuel oil. We are pleased to say that all departments have done very well with 
their budgets. This graph, included with this report, illustrates the town tax rate in previous 
years in comparison to the school and county tax rate. 
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At the revenue sharing budget meeting the decision was made to suggest use of incoming 
revenue sharing money for repair of the meetinghouse. After deciding last year to repair the 
meetinghouse, and receiving bids on the work, we found our funds sadly lacking. We hope, with 
the additional revenue sharing funds the work can be started this year. 


The Selectmen and Planning Board have discussed at great length the zoning regulations. The 
consensus of opinion was to rewrite the regulations to be more concise and understandable, hope- 
fully to alleviate misunderstandings that may arise in the future. Also, we would like to commend 
the Planning Board for their efforts to update the subdivision regulations. 


The Hadley Road project being done with TRA money, has been progressing on schedule and 
is nearing the final stages. 


Our assessor is now in the process of doing a revaluation of the Town and is using the town tax 
map to arrive at his figures. If an owner of a lot feels that the map is not correct, it will be the 
owner’s responsibility to furnish proof that the map is incorrect. 
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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


This has been a memorable year for the Richardson Memorial Library. Our beloved Chairman 
of the Trustees, Gladys Jesseman, died unexpectedly on May 31st. She had served the library 
faithfully for over ten years and her dedicated, untiring service and guidance will be greatly 
missed. 


Donations to the library in her memory are being placed in a scholarship fund as a living award 
in the amount of $100.00 to be granted each year to a graduating high school student from Sugar 
Hill who plans to further his or her education beyond secondary school. This award will be known 
as the Gladys Jesseman Award and will be first given in June of 1981. 


The Selectmen appointed Peggy Branch to take Gladys’ place as one of the three Trustees and 
she is fulfilling her duties-ably. 


During the year the library continued to be a member of the North Country Library Coop- 
erative and, in conjunction with the New Hampshire Commission on the Arts, sponsored 
children’s programs of a mime, story-teller and group-participation-theater. Although funds 
from the Commission will not be available in 1981, the Cooperative hopes to sponsor a special 
children’s program during Library Week. 


The North Country Library Cooperative, in conjunction with a grant from the New Hampshire 
Council for the Humanities, sponsored a free course covering a general introduction to literature 
written by women from the eighteenth to the twentieth century. It was held in the fall for a period 
of three months at the Littleton Public Library. It was received so enthusiastically that two 
sessions were offered and will continue for three months starting in January, 1981. Theinstructor 
is Ingrid Graf, a graduate in English from Bangor University in North Wales. There are five 
Sugar Hill residents who have been involved in the courses. 


The Trustees and librarian drafted a new policy statement in order to meet the requirements 
of the Statewide Library Development Program. This policy statement was sent to the State 
Library in Concord. The librarian also took a Library Techniques course at Plymouth College as 
required by the State. 


Through Revenue Sharing Funds, the sidewalk and railing were repaired for easier access to 
the library. A septic and water system were installed and for the first time in the 66 year history 
of the library there are now proper rest room facilities. Through the kindness and generosity 
of Mr. Joseph H. Nelson who designed the septic system and Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell C. Vincent 
who donated equipment, the total money spent for all these services was kept below the amount 
of $3,000.00 which had been granted the library. * (See financial statement for Library Revenue 
Sharing expenditures) 


The library was fortunate to have a CETA worker during most of the summer who checked 
and organized books in the basement that had not been used for many years. These books were 
sold at our annual Book Sale netting the library $75.00. During the summer a volunteer, Mary 
Condon, started the process of checking the shelf list with books on the shelves which is an arduous 
procedure. 


It was found that carpenter ants had attacked our front porch causing considerable damage 
so it was necessary to have extensive work done. The other side of the porch will need attention 
in 1981 to prevent further decay. The repairs made were paid for by using part of the Alice Smith 
Memorial Fund. Memorial funds should be used for services of the library such as acquiring 
non-fiction books, providing library equipment, etc., and not used for building repairs. 


In November, the library presented a film (obtained from the State Library) to the Lucky 
Clover 4-H Club entitled "Look Before You Eat.” The library has a list of films available from 
the State which any organization may use upon request. 
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The librarian continues to take books to shut-ins and to provide Large Print books when 
needed. The children from Carolina Crapo School come to the library in the spring and fall to 
check out books and to enjoy a story hour. During the winter, the librarian takes books to the 
school. 


There has been a change in bookkeeping procedures so it will be noted that the library has a 
balance of some $900.00 to carry into 1981. This money will have to be used to cover expenses for 
the first three months of 1981 until new funds are appropriated at Town Meeting. The library 
has no contingency fund for minor repairs so it is asking for an extra $500.00 for 1981. 


Due to the interest of many people who have donated time, money and books to the library, the 
budget, which is reeling from higher costs for energy, books and supplies, has been helped 
considerably. The library is grateful for these donations. 


The librarian wishes to thank the Trustees for their cooperation and help and the townspeople 
for their interest. Please let her know if you have any suggestions for furthering the services of 
the library.

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FRANCONIA-SUGAR HILL-EASTON RECREATION PROGRAM 


The Recreation Program has grown to involve more youths in the various activities encom- 
passed by the program. The 1980 season saw great success in all areas of the Recreation Program 
including Hockey, Little League and the Summer Program. 


The Recreation Committee is continually working towards expanding and improving the 
programs offered to the children from the tri-town area. It is the goal of the committee to present 
a year round Recreation Program available to all community members. This requires a budget 
that allows for the proper maintenance of facilities, equipment and compensation to personnel. 


Below is a brief synopsis of each program offered during 1980, along with the incurred expenses 
and a projected budget for 1981. 


Approximately 30 youngsters from Franconia, Sugar Hill and Easton participated in the 
1980 Senior and Junior Hockey Association. Franconia has a strong hockey program involving 
2 teams and an instructional level which is continually growing. The coaches encourage improve- 
ment of individual skills and put it all together as successful team work. This creates self con- 
ficence in each individual and comradery which develops from team work. 


The maintenance costs including heat, lights and labour were $3,414.59 for last season (1980). 
Basic supplies for the ice hockey rink and Dow were $543.98. The Committee spent $739.46 on 
goalie equipment for the two teams. Next year expenditures are budgeted to be:

Approximately 55 children were involved in the Little League Program during 1980. There 
were 2 divisions with 2 teams in each division. The regular Little League team played 11 games 
each with Bethlehem, Lisbon and the other Franconia team. The Farm League played 8 games 
under the same format. 1980 Expenditures:

The 1981 baseball budget includes $375.00 for new uniforms, $75.00 for baseballs, $60.00 for 
field maintenance, $200.00 for Pee Wee baseball expenses and $190.00 for miscellaneous expenses 
(hats, trophies, and year end cook out). 


The Summer Program during 1980 was extremely successful. More than 100 youth from 
Franconia, Sugar Hill and Easton participated in Red Cross swim lessons, biking, tennis lessons 
and hiking through the White Mountains. The Summer Recreation Program aims at developing 
individual skills and maintaining high physical condition throughout life. The program enhances 
self-motivation towards entertainment and also a respect for the natural environment surround- 
ing them. 
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The budget for the Summer Program 1980 ws $3,391.52. This included van rental, gas, pool 
rental, art supplies and salary. The proposed budget for the Summer 1981 Program is $4,050.00.

SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 
Year Ending December 31, 1980 


Water. It’s a subject that just about everyone has been talking about for the past year ...and 
the Sugar Hill Fire Department has been no exception. During the past year, we have been 
involved in upgrading our present sources of water; clearing away brush and trees to make them 
more accessible; developing a system to make it possible to obtain water much more quickly 
during the winter months; developing a new supply near the Harrison Publishing House; and, of 
course, updating our mutual aid system with surrounding towns to be sure that we have an 
adequate number of pumpers and tankers on the way in the event of a fire. But that’s just the 
beginning!!! 


For the past several years, an organization known as the Insurance Services Office (ISO), an 
insurance rating organization, has been studying the relationship between municipal fire 
protection and the extent of loss that can be expected in a given fire situation. The result was the 
development of the 1980 Fire Suppression Rating Schedule which is gradually replacing the 
former Grading System developed by the National Board of Fire Underwriters. While it would 
be impossible to go into detail here (it’s a 126 page document), suffice it to say that this new 
rating system is more realistic in that it gives greater weight to the fire departments strengths 
(number of engine companies, their distribution within the town, pumping capacity, personnel 
levels and training) and on water supplies in a general sense (Water Supply overall vs. a hydrant 
system). While this new rating system does not in any way guarantee lower insurance rates, it 
does give us a much more realistic goal to try to achieve. The 1980 Fire Suppression Rating 
Schedule should prove to be very valuable for planning for the future directions to be taken by 
the Fire Department. 


Meanwhile, back to the present. Two of the articles on this year’s town warrant are first steps 
that the department feels should be taken to help alleviate the problems of water shortages. One 
deals with continuing to upgrade our present water sources; dredging them out; repairing or 
installing a system for obtaining water easily, etc. The other deals with “building” a new tanker. 
We use the word building because that is really what we propose to do. If we were to order a new 
tanker similar to the one we propose, the best estimates on cost range from $39,000 to $42,000. 
Even using the town chassis with a new tank would cost from $32,000 to $35,000. However, by 
doing some of the work ourselves, we can bring the cost for the same tanker on the town chassis 
down to $25,000 completely equipped. And, that includes paying the Highway Department for 
the chassis!!!! If we are to overcome our problems with water, we must start somewhere. The fire 
department urges you to adopt these two articles to help get the show on the road. 


Turning to the fire department budget, it is up by roughly 12% to cover inflation. Much of the 
budget goes to cover heat, electricity, etc. with only a small portion going for new equipment. 
Again, this year, you will see work being done to engine 2 in hopes of extending its useful life 
by several years. Among the new equipment items are five MINITORS... paging units that our 
firemen can carry with them at all times so that they may be alerted in the event of a fire. 


Finally, while we’re on the subject of firemen, the department has increased its numbers 
slightly over the past year but we need more members. We realize that many people feel that they 
can’t do everything a fireman is called upon to do because of their age or whatever. But there are 
things you can do to help. And we are prepared to try to meet your limitations. Give any of the 
officers a call or, better yet, come to one of our meetings on the first Wednesday of each month 
at 7 PM. Tell us what you can or cannot do... and let’s solve this manpower problem together.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. Forest fire prevention 
slogans have been seen in association with Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties when a 
national effort to check the spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and suppression was the 
responsibility of every citizen, a half century before this national campaign, when our legislature 
established our first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city 
forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must be approved in writing 
by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden 
and his deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the 
town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire training 
costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has given New Hampshire 
one of the best forest fire records in the United States.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


With the closing of the year 1980 Iam pleased to say that I believe it to have been the best year we 
have had since I became your Chief in 1964. 


Dog complaints have been on the increase, not because of malicious acts but because of more 
concern of the citizens that the animal is either lost, cold or hungry. This kind of concern pleases 
me. 


Our accident rate has remained about the same. It is our feeling that the trend to smaller cars 
and less powerful engines, designed to cope with the energy situation, has much to do with 
maintaining the accident rate, even with the yearly increase of traffic on our highways. We might 
add a word of warning though about the nice new economy car as compared to the Sherman 
tank-type of auto that we have been accustomed to in the past. We find they do not shed off the 
impact of the mighty oak tree nearly as well, so please be careful. 


I am very happy to report that other than minor motor vehicle violations our Junvenile Court 
action for the year was zero. Keep up the good work kids, and Congress will have to find someone 
else to blame all of our problems on. 


Recent legislation has made it mandatory that all part-time police officers be certified, which 
consists of a minimum 40 hour school. Two of our officers received this training during the fall and 
were holders of the two top grades in their class. Congratulations to Officers Eric Anderson and 
Bradford Whipple. That helps keep us number one! 


With price increases going up faster than we can even begin to anticipate, I am somewhat 
amazed to have a surplus in the 1980 budget. The 1981 budget request is explained as follows: 


1. The operating budget remains the same as that for 1980. 


2. The annual amount of $3,000.00 put into the equipment reserve fund be passed over 
this year as it appears the fund is growing faster than the equipment is depreciating. 


3. That an amount of $1,200.00 be raised to make repairs to the existing equipment in 
the form of preventive maintenance. At this point, we feel it is cheaper to repair rather 
then replace. For example, the replacement cost to purchase a new cruiser would be 
around $8,300.00. 


If lam disappointing anyone in not keeping with our American government tradition and doing 
my fair share to increase your tax rate, I apologize. 


You will note that the real message of this report is not based on the number of arrests, as I find it 
difficult to justify our existence on the downfall or mistakes of fellow citizens. If a person is to 
dance, someone must pay the fiddler, but we as Police Officers should not capitalize on that. We are 
here to serve, and will do so to the best of our ability.
